A deep-rootod; .(pon^oiOusfiiess that 
Casaiar hafil ti great iatui*e"^nd hA8„;al- 
ready attained that "status eAtitling 
it to participate in the beneficial in- 
Btitutioos and substantial advantages 
of oivili^d government leads us to ad- 
Tooate the establishment of a Couuty 
Court and a mail service moredeserv- 
iiig of the appelatibn. ' It can s'cnr- 
3lj bo neceasary to adduce arguments 
to prove the pressingf necessity for the 
former. Anyone can readily under- 
stand hoT>' tissential it is that there 
Bhould bo souio moans of oiiforciny 
the payment of small debts unless, 
indeed, credit is to be altogctlier ddne 
away with, find one can hardly advo- 
cate that in a new gold-fiekl where 
"Jaw-bone," as it is calloil in tlio 
slnng of the country, has liUcd the 
belly of many a i)oor fellow wlioiui^lii 
else have starved, and has cnaljled 
many an honest miner to persevere in 
a search which hi^s often resulted in 
conquering the fickle danic. With- 
out the preaonce of a County Court 
there is absolutely no means whatevei- 
of collecting debts. As a matter of 
fact the debtor can snap his fingers 
in the face of the creditor, jingle the 
money in bis pocket, and walk awa}' 
without paying a cent, and the credi- 
toris utterly powerless. The suiDcr- 
ficial thinker may pofisibly run away 
with the idea that . the trader aloue 
Buffeni'froin this condition, that the 
evil does not reach the miners, the 
consumers generally. But such an 
idea is the result of mere thour^lit- 
lessness. It has long been a recog- 
nized law in economics that,under the 
credit system, the bad debts of the 
trader are paid by his honest custo- 
mers. In adjusting the prices of his 
goods the dealer who sells on credit 
has a margin for bad debts, which 
margin is just as much recognized and 
as regularly provided for as are the 
ordinary charges for frciglit and stor- 
age; and the percentage thus fin-iuiiig 
an element in the prices of goods may 
justly be regarded as a tax whicii di.s- 
honesty levies upon honesty. It 
follows, therefore, that whatever aids 
the trader in keeping down the 
"black column" must tend to lesson 
that tax which virtue pays to vice, and 
by BO much protect the honest num. 
Having, as we venture to think, es- 
tablished Cassiar's claim to have a 
Ceunty Court, let us consider very 
briefly the subject of a more efficient 
mail service. During the season just 
closed, a sort of "one-horse" monthly 
mail service was maintained. It was, 
perhaps, better than nothing at all, 
but certainly not much. Not that 
»ny blame whatever attached to the 
contractor, for, on the contrary, wc 
believe ho did his ilhecjuited work 
most faithfully. During the nix so- 
OftUed winter montlis, even this sliad- 
ow of a mail service has doimrted, 
leaving Cassiar in utter darkness. 
Looking at its present status and 
taking into account certain expansion 
in the immediate future, it does not 
seem too much to contend for a week- 
ly moil service between Victoiia and 
Cassiar. It is proper to remark that 
such a service as we now recommend 
should not be regarded solely in the 
light of its connection with Cassiar, 
but rather as a general coast service 
embraoing all the princijml Kcttlo- 
monts nnd trading posts alon;^' the 
whole e.ictent of our seaboard the 
growth of which cannot fail to be 
greatly accelerated by the combined 
influence of Cassiar and of more fre- 
quent mail ooiinuuuication. In short, 
the mail sorvice wo advocate is not foi- 
Caasiar only, but for tho whole sea 
coast of tho Province; and surely it 
cannot be denied that the coast in- 
terests have altogether outgrown the 
modes of treatment of tho past and 
preaont, and demand a share in the 
substantial advantages of civilized 
govornmont in some sense comnien- 
Burate with their enlarged condition. 
And this brings us to a subject which 
may be regarded as ancillary to the 
one wo have just been considering.but 
which we must relegate to a future 
article.

The P^o^eller California iu 
th.e Reoeut Storm- 



Tho Portland Oret/oulun pives tlio fol- 
lowing partioulars of the racoiit iiftHsngo 
of the propeller Californiik from theso wa- 
ter* to Columbia Kiver: 

■•About 12 o'slook ou i\[ondiiy night 
the stoamer California arrived here from 
BiikKandvay ports. The steamer was 
orer-dne several days when she arrived, 
and in consoquenco of tlio boiatorous woa- 
thor At sea Bome slight apprebensioim 
were exporioncod in rej^aril to tho safety 
of tho Teasel. It turns out tliat tho 00- 
casion of tho steivniur's dotoutiou wuh tho 
extremely rough weather slie experienced. 
Idince the Californin has boon running on 
tUo northern eoast, she has uevor before 
enoouotered such 6 rough gale as was ox- 
parienced on the passage to this port. 
While on the way from Nanaimo to the 
Moutli of tho Columbia, a terrible nlorm 
wan encountered which lasted for several 
<lfty8 aid nights with unabated severity. 
'JTlie gale coinmancsd on b'rida.y and con- 
tinued until Sunday. Wind and waves 
contended for the mastery, and at times 
it seamed as if tho laboring vosael would 
not weather the storm. At times the sea 
run BO high as to sweep tho docks. It be- 
oamo necessary to fasten down securely 
■hu forvrird hatches, aud koop tho stoer- 
Bgo passengers bolow for two days. Largo 
quantitios of water found its way into tho 
hold through the hatches, and had to b* 
pumped out a^ considerable labor. For 
a long time the prospects of weathering 
the gale BOomod very gloomy; but the 
gallant steamer rodo through tho storm 
ia safety, and arrived off tho bar soon af- 
ter the storm subsided. Fortunately tho 
▼Oisel was loaded with coal and oil which 
could not bo damaged by tho water. After 
the storm abated, the steamer entered the 
river and rouched her destination with- 
out further danger or detention. Before 
•ailing, however, the California will 
deubtiess undergo some repairs."

Ooo.B. Hudson, keeper of the Merchants' 
ExohangSt Fort 8treet,atteDded a meeting 
of Victoria Lodpra F. 4 A. M., on Thurs- 
day evening, and ab«ut 1'2 o'clock, while 
walking homo from tho Lrdgo in com- 
pany with Mr. George TLomBou, with 
whom ho had locked arms, suddenly 
sank to tho niilewalk in front of Wilson's 
stove store and died instantly — blood 
gudhing from his mouth and nostrils in 
groat streams and covering the walk.

It in a 
fact in optics thiit, oxceedinf^dy line 
portions of luntter dLsi^ei'se or scatter 
the blue raya of light, coarser portions 
scntter red rays, still coarser portions 
soatter nil the rays, making wbito 
light. The atmosphere ia full of atpu . 
ous vapor, tlie particles of wliioh dif- 
fuHO white light iu all (lirocLioiiB. 
When these paiUcles are enlarged, 
lliey become vi.sihlo in the form of 
clouds. The vaj)or particles of the 
wliitc clouds arc supposed to bo finer 
and thinner than tlioso of tho dark 
chnids. That the dilTusion of light in 
our atjnosiilierc, the blue coloring of 
Llio yi(y, and Llie colors of the clouds, 
lire duo to tho presence of matter float- 
ing in tho air, has been conclusively 
proven by Tyndall. 

Hops. — In Sweden a strong cloth is 
manfacturod from hop stalks. Tho 
HlalliB are gathered in autumn and 
soaked in water during' the wlmlo wiu- 
ier. The material is then driod in an 
ovcu aud woven as llax. The buds of 
hops can be nsed m an e3culeDt, and 
when boiled will do as a substitut* for 
asparagus. The tendnls, •whenyounjf, 
may be used in the same way.

The Germans have always boon a war- 
like nation. Thoy have aUays boon eat- 
ers of sausage. The greatest general of 
modern timoB, Moltko, dines upon saus- 
age throe times a day. He saya that no 
man who is not a lover of sausages can 
ever make a great general. Somo yoarn 
ago he was called upon while at breakfost 
by a young ofBcor. He was eating his 
usual meal of "wurstand pumpornickol," 
and asked tho young offlcor to join him. 
Tho offer was declined on tho ground that 
he novor could oat sausages. "Sir," said 
the great general, looking at the officer 
with flashing eyes, "the man who cannot 
oat sausages need never expect promo- 
tion from me." The young ofTicer at onco I 
applied himself so ossiduously to tho cul- 
tivation of a taste for sausages that in tho 
late war he had risen to be General Von 
Moltko's chief of staff. A distaste for san- 
sagos led to tho dismissal of a wooer of 
the General's daughter. She afterwards 
married a manufacturer of Bausages with 
her father's approbation, and she is now 
tho happy mothor of eight healthy sau 
sago-eating children. Woro anyone to 
say in General Von Moltko's prosenco 
that siuisagos wore made out of refuse 
dogs, ho would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And yet ho has never accounted 
for tho decadence in the number of dogs 
in Oormauy since sausages became the 
national food, ao frogs are that of tho 
French, potatoes and herrings of the Ir- 
ish, beef and plum pudding of the Eng- 
lish, buckwheat cakes and tol»cco of Am- 
erioons, and Hoy wood's Pork Sausage of
